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LaMezcla, Volume 104, “’'Behind it All” was custom embossed by 
Herff Jones Printing and publishing in Logan, Utah. The press run 
was 1 200 copies, with a trim size of 9 x 1 2 pages printed on 80 pound, 
high gloss, 60% recycled paper. The book included 9 flats of process 
color. The cover design was conceptualized by Brandi Gallegos, 
and designed by Jim Gillespie on a Macintosh computer. It was vista 
custom embossed cover, on an almond colored grain crushed material 
(1507). The applied ink colors were a royal purple (001 1 ), and white 
(0025). The embossment was done with a gold foil (F2). The spot 
color in the student life section was Pearlescent Heather (HJ-8 100). 
All Headlines were created on Aldus Pagemaker 4.2, except the 
clubs’ headlines, which were created by Adam Owen on Adobe 
Photoshop, and the divider pages headlines that were done on 
Typestyler 1.01. The sidebars in the student life section were 
designed by Brandi Gallegos and Charlene Goto. The academics 
quote boxes, sports headlines, divider pages and all folio tabs were 
designed by Brandi Gallegos. The headlines in the academics 
section were designed by Mr. Dan Harrison. The senior section 
background consisted of a silk material looking background (CG- 
23), and was designed by Kevin Martin. Underclassmen pictures 
were provided by Life Touch, and senior pictures were provided by 
Mary Comelison Photography. All Body copy were in 10pt., and all 
captions were in 8pt. An 8 column format was used throughout the 
book.
